Senate warned 
not to delay 
surtax okay 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- The White 
House 
said today President Nixon was 
heartened by House approval of the sur­ 
tax extension and cautioned the Senate 
not to delay the bill by mixing in tax 
reform m easures. 
Nixon plans to propose additional tax 
reform s some time this year, Press Sec­ 
retary Ronald Ziegler said. He said the 
President 
“ is hopeful 
the Senate will 
move speedily on the m atter." 
The m easure, passed in the House 
Monday night by only five votes, is ex­ 
pected to run into some opposition in the 
Senate from senators who want to use it 
as a vehicle for tax reform m easures. 
Ziegler said the President felt the sur­ 
tax was a critical anti-inflationary meas­ 
ure. 
Senate GOP Leader Everett M. Dirk- 
sen predicted the bill would pass the 
Senate. Asked for the basis of his confi­ 
dence, Dirksen told reporters, “ The oil­ 
can is mightier than the sword." 
Just before winning passage of the sur­ 
tax by a five-vote margin in the House, 
Nixon pledged to present to Congress this 
summer session his proposals for tax 
reform . Indications were he had not in­ 
tended to present a reform package 
for some months at least. 
Most of the efforts to make sure no 
taxpayer escapes without paying his fair 
share have thus far been shunted, lost in 
arguments over the surcharge exten­ 
sion. 
But the one-year 
extension, alone: 
with the rest of President Nixon’s 9.3- 
billion tax program, escaped after five 
months 
of debate and struggle in the 
House Monday by a vote of 210-205 — 
a margin so thin that a switch of three 
votes from “ yes" to “ no" would have 
defeated the package. 
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Charles becomes Prince of Wales

CAERNARVON, Wales (UPI)— Queen 
Elizabeth today invested her son Prince 
Charles as the 21st Prince of Wales 
but the pomp and pageantry were cloud­ 
ed by the explosion of a bomb in Caer­ 
narvon and by a youth who threw an 
egg at her golden carriage. 


The ceremony took place under gray 
skies in the ruins of Caernarvon Castle, 
once more turned into a fortress ag­ 
ainst the danger of Welsh nationalists 
whose bombs cost two lives in a town 
35 miles away. 
Another blast shattered the quiet of 
ancient Caernarvon just before Charles 
arrived at the castle in his own royal 
coach. 


Two minuted before the Wueen em­ 
erged smiling into the roofless castle 
a youth in the cheering crowd smashed 
an egg against the horse-drawn car­ 
riage bringing her from her royal train. 
The crowd leaped on the youth with 
cries of “ Lynch him! Lynch him!" 
Policemen hustled the youth away 
while angry Welshmen yelled “ traitor" 
at the young man of 19, apparently one 


of the Welsh extrem ists whose bombs 
and bomb hoaxes cast a grayer shadow 
over the ceremony than the rain-laden 
clouds above.

State in financial nightmare 
as budget battle continues

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The State of 
California, for the first time in its his­ 
tory, began a new fiscal year without a 
budget today after a bizarre legislative 
struggle featuring Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and Assembly Democratic leader Jesse 
M. Unruh. 
The two political foes are expected 
to oppose each other in next y ear’s 
gubernatorial election. 
Reagan, 
at a 2 a.m. news conference 
in his office, asked California’s 150,- 
000 state employes to “serve voluntarily 
until sanity retu rn s" to Assembly Dem­ 
ocrats, who blocked the budget. 
The third and final Conference Com­ 
mittee composed of three members of 
each House and three members of each 
party convened today, according to a 
late report from Sen. Robert Lagomar- 
sino. The Senator said that there is no 
deadline on the conference but the ob­ 
vious urgency of the situation dictates 
speedy action. 
According to the Constitution, if the 
third Conference Committee fails to 
present a budget that is acceptable, then 
the budget itself becomes a dead issue. 
“What will likely happen," explained the 
Senator, “ is that the Legislature would 
vote a new bill that is already on the 
floor which in reality would be starting 
out new on a budget." 
Without a budget, there is no authori­ 
zation to pay employes or continue gov­ 
ernment services in the nation’s most 
populous state. 
Ironically, among the few employes 
who do continue to be salaried are the 
$16,000 per year legislators and their 
aides, paid out of a special contingen­ 
cy fund. 
Reagan accused the Unruh - led Demo­ 
crats of “ the single most irresponsible 
act In the history of the State of Cali­ 
fornia." 
During a confused all-night session that 


had been building for days, the Assem­ 
bly passed a budget which would have 
financed state operations for only a 
month. Democrats killed a full-year’s 
budget totaling $6.3 billion. 
The Senate passed the full budget, 
but it rejected the mini-budget plan as 
“ irresponsible." 
Reagan called newsmen into his office 
and announced he would veto “ anything 
other than a budget for the entire fis­ 
cal year. To do anything less would be 
to establish a precedent for what would 
am mount to annual blackmail. And I 
will not be a party to that." 
But the Assembly, just before adjourn­ 
ing at 3 a.m., again refused to pass the 
budget demanded by Reagan. 
Unruh's Democrats demanded a one- 
month cutoff on any budget because they 
wanted to use the next 30 days to force 
Reagan and legislative Republicans into 
supporting a “ meaningful" tax reform 
program and a significant school aid bill. 


The proposed budget, negotiated by a 
two house conference committee, con­ 
tained $198 million in new school aid. 
But Reagan Monday afternoon said he 
would trim that down closer to the $105 
million he originally offered. 


“ The biggest mistake we ever made," 
Reagan said, “ was putting the $105 mil­ 
lion for education in the budget in the 
first place. If we had started from zero, 
and had gone up to $105 million, we 
would have looked very generous." 
Unruh, during floor debate, conceded 
his ploy was of “ doubtful political wis­ 
dom" but said “ the schools of this state 
are far more im portant." 


“ At least," Unruh said later, “the gov­ 
ernor has indicated he’s concerned for 
the first time in six months. And on 
that basis, maybe we can get a new 
budget in the next couple of days." 


Land owners are angry; 
to fight tax increases 


More than 100 ranchers, last night 
vowed to fight tax reassessm ents that 
have hiked property taxes in the I^ompoc 
area as much as four times. 
The ranchers attended an emergency 
meeting in Lompoc called by Veril C 
Campbell, rancher and form er county 
supervisor. Campbell owns a dairy off 
Highway 246 near Campbell Road. 
The meeting was marked by sharp at­ 
tacks on County A ssessor Harry Holm- 
quist, and some criticism of the county 
supervisors who sit as a board of equa­ 
lization 
No conclusion was reached, 
but the ranchers agreed to meet again 
in three weeks. 
Campbell sounded the keynote that set 
the tone for the meeting. “ I’ve wonder­ 
ed how long it’d be before people woke 
up. It’ll get worse unless we do some­ 
thing We’ve come to the cross roads. 
This year is the final year that we can 
shoulder such taxation." 
He scored Holmqulst: “ Holmquist is 
far off *he line.

Communist seige of Ben Het ends

SAIGON (UPI)-A 2,400-man 
South Vietnamese relief force 
pushed to within a half-mile of 
the beleaguered Green Beret 
camp at Ben Het and reported 
no trace of the Communists 
who 
had 
kept 
the 
camp 
surrounded for 56 days. 
"It appears the pressure’s off 
the camp," a spokesman for 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams’ 
U.S. command said. 
Headquarters said eight artil­ 
lery 
rounds 
had hit the camp 
Monday but that 
none 
were 
reported in the first 16 hours 
today—in sharp contrast to the 
256 rounds that slammed into 


the 650-man Allied garrison on 
Friday. 
The signs were obvious that 
the round-the-clock bombard­ 
ment by American warplanes, 
helicopter gunships and B52 
bombers 
had 
taken its toll 
among 
the 
estimated 
2,000 
North Vietnamese who moved 
around the camp May 6. 
Reports from the column of 
four South Vietnamese batta­ 
lions pushihg into the 
camp 
from Dak To, eight miles away, 
said they had found the bodies 
of at least two dozen Commun­ 
ists slain in the Allied aerial 
bombardment. 
No 
resistance against the 


spearhead was reported as it 
moved 
toward 
the 
camp, 
opening the Highway 512 lifeline 
to convoys that had met only 
ambush on previous runs to 
Ben Het. 
Military spokesmen said the 
South Vietnamese troops were 
"systematically cleaning up the 
area," blowing up Communist 
foxholes and the bunkers the 
guerrillas used in attempting to 
escape the American bombers. 
The U.S. command sent more 
air attacks into the hills around 
the highlands outpost Monday, 
bringing to 917 the number of 
strikes by American warplanes 
since the siege began.

Lovett’s 
annual highway 
get-away began 11 years ago in 
Toledo, 
Ohio where he works 
for the Penn-Central Railroad. 
In 1958. 
he decided to see the 
United Stages and drove to Mon­ 
tana, down the east side of the 
Rocky Mountains tothe Mexican 
border and back to Toledo. 
Loving to drive anyway, Lov­ 
ett decided to make a similar 
trip every vacation. In 1960, he 
drove more than 10,000 miles 
from Toledo to Montana and 
up to Dawson, Alaska. On this 
trip he visited 28 states. In 
1961, he visited the Maritime 
Provinces and St. Johns, New­ 
foundland. 
In 1962, Lovett went to Flori­ 
da and then into Mexico, going 
as far south as Monterrey, re­ 
turning through Texas, and New 
Mexico. In 1963, he came to the 
northwest states of Utah, Wash­ 
ington, Oregon, California and 
Nevada.

pocket." The 
price can be this low, he said, 
because he sleeps in his car, 
•gets 16 miles to the gallon of 
gas, and eats in restaurants. 
Lovett says he "likes to drive 
as much today as at 15 years 
old, and I want to see the coun- 


try. In later years, when young­ 
sters speak of a park, or an area 
they have seen, I will have been 
there myself and will know what 
they are talking about." 
Lovett, at 64, has one year 
before retirement from Penn- 
Central Railroad,

Supervisors sympathetic to local 
man whose taxes rose dramatically 


BRADLEY G. BELL 


Bradley G. Bell, retired civil 
servant formerly at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, is dead 
in 
Santa Barbara at the age of 
56 
Mr. Bell died last Saturday 
in a Santa Barbara hospital af­ 
ter a long illness. 
He had lived in Lompoc for 
nine years while serving at 
VAFB, and moved to Goleta 
last February. 
There are no funeral services 
scheduled. Mr. Bell will be bur­ 
ied in Los Angeles. 
He leaves a wife, Isola Bell, 
mother Mrs. Elsie Bell, of 
Goleta; three daughters, Mrs. 
Linda Moreno and Mrs. Nancy 
Pau, both of Los Angeles, and 
M rs. Julie Siller, of Lompoc, 
a brother Lee Bell, of Phoenix, 
A riz., and six grandchildren. 


An asserted “ comedy of e r­ 
ro rs ” caused by a far too low 
tax bill handed a Lompoc re s­ 
ident last November was fin­ 
ally straightened out — to a 
large extent — by the Board of 
Supervisors. 
But, for a time, the tax­ 
payer — George A. Yoshitake, 
of 130 Hercules Ave., Lompoc 
— was faced with a demand to 
pay a bill that dram atically rose 
without warning from $62.10 to 
$507.20 with penalties and costs 
totaling $31 more by July 1 of 
this year. 
Yoshitake, charging the roun- 
ty a sse sso r’s office with taking 
“ unfair methods of covering up 
their own m istake,” was given 
a reprieve. 
He now won’t have to pay the 
1969 tax bill of $507.20 until 
next November, when his 1970 
tax bill is presented. The sup­ 
erv iso rs agreed with him that 
penalties 
and 
other charges 
should be forgotten. 
Yoshitake wasn't finished yet 
with his requests for a “ fair 
shak*>” in his bout with the 
assessor. He said his bill last 
year of $62.10, which he knew 
was obviously wrong, had pre­ 
vented him from filing for his 
$70 property tax rebate this 
year. So, county officials will 
help him to get this rebate, 
if it isn’t too late to get spe­ 
cial dispensation from Sacra­ 
mento. 
Yoshitake said he wasn’t com­ 
plaining about the tax bill of 
$507.20, when he finally had it 
called to his attention June 19 
this year. He said it was the 
procedures used which caused 
him anguish. He told the Lom­ 


poc assessor office the bill was 
too low. 
But 
someone in the asses­ 
s o r’s office told him to forget 
about it this year - that it was 
too late to change it. 
“They gave three reasons for 
saying 
nothing could be done 
about it this year,” he related. 
“ F irst, they said somebody in 
the a sse sso r’s office might be 
fired for it. They also said it 
involved too much red tape to 
unravel at this time. They also 
said it would take three months 
to co rrect.” 
Then Yoshitake filed for the 
$70 property tax rebate for next 
year. It was then that the coun­ 
ty 
a ssesso r’s office in Santa 
B arbara learned he was under 
assessed, said chief appraiser 
Bill Cook 
The Lompoc man then got the 
new and higher tax bill, plus 
news of penalties and charges, 
from the tax collector. 
F urther delinquency charges 
would be imposed by failure to 
pay by June 30, Yoshitake was 
told. 
Cook said he will Investigate 
“ what happened in the Lompoc 
office.” He added: 
” 1 can’t 
understand our Lompoc office 
not bringing this to our atten­ 
tion. 
It’s inexcusable, but it 
happened. ” 
“ It seem s that a comedy of 
e rro rs occured in our asses­ 
so r’s office,” said Supervisor 
Francis H. Beattie, of Lompoc, 
board chairman. It was on Beat­ 
tie ’s 
suggestion 
the board 
moved to give Yoshitake addi­ 
tional tim e to pay and to waive 
penalties. 
Cook explained the mistake 


was made when Yoshitake was 
assessed only on the basis of 
having land, and his house was 
overlooked. 
Since the supervisors will 
not have in their hands the 1969- 
70 tax roll until next week, the 
board referred the case to the 
county counsel’s office to draw 
up a resolution so tax relief can 
be granted Yoshitake without de­ 
lay.

The 
worst losses are occurring at 
Tulare Lake in Kings County 
where workers have picked up 
nearly 3,000 dead birds so far 
this season. Of those, 2,500 
were ducks. Losses also have 
reached 
nearly 
700 birds 
in Buena Vista Lake where 
they were predominantly coots. 
Biologists have noted that 
maggots found in the dead birds 
are toxic and have stressed the 
importance of picking up dead 
birds as a means toward prev­ 
enting 
losses from becoming 
more intensive.

St. Louis Cardinals of the Dean 
Brothers and Ducky Medwick 
and Pepper Martin. 
It was Durocher who in 1928 
asked Yankee general manager 
Ed Barrow for an advance— 
and a raise, from $7,000 to 
$10,000. Barrow 
said 
no 
to 
both requests. “ Go kiss your­ 
self,” Durocher advised. The 


next morning he noticed in the 
paper that he had been traded 
to Cincinnati. 
The remark was the first of 
Durocher’s 
several 
contri­ 
butions to the English language. 
Others include “ Nice guys fin­ 
ish last” and “ Stick it in his 
ear” . 


Opinions about Leo have al­ 
ways been varied. Branch Rick­ 
ey once said that Leo has the 
capacity “ for making a bad 
situation worse.” While Leo’s 
mother once remarked, “ I tell 
you mister, if my Leo fell in 
the 
Connecticut 
River, 
he 
wouldn’t get wet.” 


There is littly denying, how­ 
ever, that he has been a succ­ 
essful manager, one of the fin­ 
est in baseball history. In 21 
years, he has finished in the 


second division only six times, 
he won three pennants and one 
World Series. 


Coming to Chicago after the 
1965 season, Durocher was giv­ 
en broad powers by the club 
hierarchy to mold the woeful 
Cubs into “ my kind of team” 
The kind of team, for example, 
that he developed in New York 
when he turned away slugging 
players who ran like brontos­ 
auri and stuck with scrappers 
like Alvin Dark and Eddie Stan- 
ky. 


Among 
Durocher’s accom­ 
plishments with personnel in 
Chicago have included making 
Don Kessinger 
into 
a 
take- 
charge shortstop a la mode 
of Peewee Reese; convincing 
Ferguson Jenkins that he should 
be a starter insead of a reliev­ 


er, instructing second baseman, 
Glenn Beckert to hit behind the 
runner, deciding, finally, that 
Ernie Banks should be retired 
for another two decades, and 
instilling confidence 
in young 
players like pitchers Ken Holtzr 
man and B ill Hands, outfielder 
Don Young and catcher Randy 
Hundley. 


Before Durocher came, Kes­ 
singer, now an All-Star short­ 
stop, had become so discourag­ 
ed he thought of quitting the 
game. 
“ Leo gave me 
con­ 
fidence,” he 
said. 
“ He 
en­ 
couraged me to switch hit, and 
that seems to have made all the 
difference to me. The thing that 
makes 
him 
such 
a 
great 
manager is patience.” 


Patience, and his self-confi­ 
dence in knowing talent, 
is 


what Durocher used with a rook­ 
ie named Willie Mays in 1951. 
Mays came up with the Giants 
and got only one hit — a homer 
— in his first 31 times at bat. 
Every day Leo would go by his 
locker, 
saying 
things 
like 
“ Don’t worry, Willie. If you 
go 0-for-50 you’re still my cen- 
terfielder. 
You’re the great­ 
est, and t '»n’t ever forget it.” 
Soon, Ma j developed the con­ 
fidence in himself that his man­ 
ager had in him. 
“ It seems,” said Cub coach 
Joe Amalfitano, “ that when Leo 
tells you to do something, you 
feel that at that moment you 
are the most important man in 
the world and the most quali­ 
fied to do that job. 
“ 1 remember Opening Day 
this year. It was an extra inn­ 
ing game. We needed a left­ 


handed pinch hitter and Leo got 
up and walked down the bench. 
He stopped in front of Willie 
Smith and Al Spangler. He slow­ 
ly raised a finger, like he still 
wasn’t sure, then he stuck it at 
Smith and said, in that positive 
voice, '1 want you, W illie. I 
know you can hit this guy.’Smith 
homered to win the game.” 


Dick Selma, the fourth start-’ 
ing pitcher, said, “ One of his 
greatest assets is he makes 
the second - stringers happy. 
It’s because everyone on the 
club knows where he stands. 
Ht*re, look at the schedule.” 
Selma pointed at a calendar- 
schedule taped to his locker 
top. 
“ Ferguson 
pitches this 
day, 
Holtzman 
this, 
Hands 
this. Off day. Then Fergie, 
Kenny, Hands again. Then, here, 


this day, I pitch. Leo never 
told me the arrangement, but 
somehow I know it’ll be that 
way.” 


“ Some players,” said Billy 
Williams, “ think he is inspi­ 
rational. For me, and for Ron 
Santo and Ernie Banks, we don’t 
need any kind of inspirational 
leadership. 
We’re 
profe^ 
sionals. We’ve always wanted 
to win. Even when the team was 
losing 
in those bad years. But 
one thing that does impress us 
is his record. Leo’s a winner.” 


Bill Hands said, “ All the 
players feel that Leo always 
has a reason for what he does. 
It’s just his way. You always 
feel he’s in complete control of 
the situation.” 
Leo demands full hustle from 
his players. When he doesn’t 


get it, as he didn’t with tenw 
peramental outfielder 
Adolfo 
Phillips, the players feel the 
lash of Durocher’s wrath. 


In 1946 Durocher’s Dodgers 
lost the pennant to the Cardi­ 
nals in a playoff. “ We lost one 
game early in the season be- 
cause one player, a fast base 
runner, did not put out in run­ 
ning to second and killed a ralw 
ly,” said Cub coach Pete Reis­ 
er. 
“ Losing that one game, 
eventually, meant the pennant. 
Leo has never forgotten it. And 
he tells the players that every 
play could mean the difference 
in a close pennant race.” 


“ And you feel you want to do a 
job for him. If you don’t, you 
know you won’t be around very 
long.”

If 
Rozelle will come up with a 
buyer for him, Namath says 
he’ll sell his share. 
Casey 
can’t see why Joe 
wants a restaurant, anyway. 
“ They go up and down all the 
time and if you’re the owner 
and you’re not around every 
minute, you can’t make a living 
out of it,” he says. “ I hadda 
lotta chances to get into the 
restaurant business. I’m glad I 
never did. If I had, I woulda 
gone broke.” 
Stengel appreciates a great 
player whether he sees him 
operate in baseball, football or 
four-wall handball. There’s no 
doubt in his mind Namath is a 
great player. 
“ He’s no sugar lump,” says 
the Yankees and Mets’ former 
manager. “ He’s a tremendous 
drawing card and he made it on 
ability. They weren’t playin’ 
buddy-buddy with him in that 
game in Miami and besides he 
has done good in more than one 
game. He’s got it in every way.

cause he overcame everything. 
He awakened a lotta coaches 
and everyone else. He deserves 
a lotta credit for gettin’ better 
so 
quick 
and I 
think 
it’s 
amazing what he’s done. He’s a 
good man.” 
Nonetheless, Casey feels Na­ 
math still has an obligation to 
the game which has made his 
name almost a household word. 
“ You 
wanted to 
go into 
football, so you’re now in it,” 
Stengel said, as if he were 
addressing the Jets’ quarter­ 
back, or ex-quarterback, per­ 
sonally. “ You’re terrific, but 
you have to think of a whole 
lotta things. Like what’s best 
for football, not only what’s 
best for your self. But he’s done 
all right up to now and I don’t 
think he needs much outside 
advice.” 
Few personalities in sports 
ever received the amount of 
publicity Casey Stengel did in 
his 
day. 
He says he can’t 
remember the last sports figure 
ever to get as much as Joe 
Namath, however. 
“ He’s in every day’s paper, 
on the radio and TV,” Casey 
commented. “ Every place you 
look, you see stories about him. 
“ He’s in the right city to get 
the most coverage, all right,” 
added 
Stengel, 
who 
put 
in 
nearly 30 years in that same 
city himself, playing, managing 
and simply visiting as he’s 
doing right now. 
“ You 
bet 
I’ve seen 
him 
play,” Old Case said, in answer 
to a question. “ On television 
and everywhere else. I think 
everybody has seen 
him. He 
throws just like (Jerry) Grote 
does for the Mets. Marvelous. 
He’s just terrific to watch, the 
way 
he stands there, looks 
around and whoosh...the ball is 
right there. 
“ Yeah,” 
Casey concluded, 
“ He’s gotta be a good man. If 
he was bad he wouldn’t get that 
many write-ups he does.”

McCarver says you have to 
catch 
only 
a 
few 
of the 
remarks, the little digs here 
and there, to realize right away 
things aren’t what they used to 
be. 
He’s talking about the fans 
and the way they feel aoout the 
unable-to-get-started St. Louis 
Cardinals. 
Not all the fans 
necessarily, 
but 
enough of 
them, and what McCarver is 
saying is that these fans don’t 
feel at all toward the National 
League champs the way they 
did the past two years. 
He’s in the perfect spot to 
tell. 
As 
the 
Cards’ 
catcher, 
McCarver generally is posi­ 
tioned closest to the stands and 
since there is nothing wrong 
with his ears, he has no trouble 
at all hearing what is being 
said. 
“A number of remarks have 
been made by the fans in St. 
Louis that have hurt some of 
the 
guys,” 
McCarver says. 
“ Mind 
you, I’m not talking 
about the majority of the fans, 
only some. And no matter how 
much you say you don’t hear 
those boos and remarks, you 
do.” 
McCarver sensed a different 
feeling among the home fans 
toward the Cards from the day 
the season began. Tim says: 
“ As if they were saying you’d 


better do it or else. I don’t 
know what to attribute their 
original 
feeling 
to. 
I 
can 
understand the way they feel 
now because we’re not in front. 
But I 
can’t 
understand why 
they felt that way toward us as 
soon as the season started. 
Unless possibly it had to do 
with 
the 
fact 
the 
players 
weren’t 
going to sign their 
contracts before they settled 
things with the owners. I ’m 
talking 
about 
the 
so-called 
‘strike’ that never took place. 
But we weren’t the only club 
involved. Why would they only 
hold it against us?” 
McCarver shook his head in 
bafflement, then answered no 
to a question of whether he was 
among 
the Cardinal players 
who might have been spared 
the verbal shafts. 
“ I ’ve gotten my share, too,” 
he said. 
Like what? 
“ Like ‘why don’t you go bacx 
to your restaurant?’ ” 
And that hurts? 
“ Well, it certainly doesn’t 
make 
you 
feel 
like 
you’re 
burning up the league,” says 
the St. Louis receiver, who 
actually isn’t at the moment 
but has shown signs of more 
fire at the plate lately. 
The inference to his restau­ 
rant has to do with one he helps 
run 
In 
his 
hometown 
of 
Memphis. The place has a sign 
that 
says 
“ McCarver 
and 
Grisanti’s,” and Timmy, a fine 


broth of an Irish lad, claims the 
cannelloni 
they 
serve there 
melts in your mouth. 
Getting 
back to the fans, 
though, 
McCarver 
makes it 
plain none of the Cardinals 
have complained because some 
have turned on them. They’ve 
accepted 
it 
as 
a way 
of 
baseball life. 


“ Maybe some of the booing 
we’ve 
gotten 
is 
justified,” 
McCarver says. “ We haven’t 
really been performing and 
when a fan pays for a ticket I 
suppose that entitles him to boo 
if he 
likes or make some 
remarks. It’s our own fault we 
are where we are today but I 
think 
the guys on the club 
deserve 
better. They 
broke 
their necks trying the past two 
years and this one isn’t over 
yet. If we can get hot and pick 
up 4-5 games within the next 
few weeks we’re right in there. 
Eighty per cent of the problem 
is 
we’re 
not 
hitting 
Our 
pitching has been as good as it 
was the last two years. ” 


Even with the way the Cards 
have been going, they still have 
a lot of fans with them That 
includes a nine-year-old little 
girl who was so upset by a 
fellow sitting In front of her 
booing 
McCarver 
that 
she 
whipped off a letter to the 
Cardinals’ catcher. 
“ She wrote me that she had a 
coke and spilled It down his 
shirt,” he laughs.

or how a motion picture is born

N E W Y O R K —( N E A i - 
Spending a million dollars 
comes as naturally to David 
V. Picker as poring over his 
copy of the Wall Street Jour­ 
nal or Variety. David V. is 
a movie man. Not Zanuck or 
Goldwyn or S e 1 z n i c k. No 
beret or scarf or smoked 
glasses or riding crop. 
All he has is creative in­ 
tuitiveness and money—or at 
least he knows where the 
money is—and the guts to 
spend it 
Three years ago. David 
Picker concluded that John 
S c h l e s i n g e r should do a 
movie for United 
Artists. 
Outside the c o g n o s c e n t i. 
John S c h l e s i n g e r means 
about as much as . . . well. 
David V. Picker. But Schles­ 
inger is a y o u n g movie­ 
maker who has done such 
films as “ Darling." 
They got t o g e t h e r one 
foggy day in London. From 
their association has even­ 
tually come a cultural con­ 
tribution called “ The Mid­ 
night Cowboy." a paean to 
depravity featuring D u s t i n 
Hoffman and n e w c o m e r 
John Voight. It’s going to be 
big on the marquees. 
And this is how it came 
about. 
At the time of their m eet­ 
ing, 
Schlesinger 
had 
just 
read 
a 
book called 
“ The 
Midnight Cowboy,” by Jam es 
Leo 
Herlihy, about a 
kid 
from Texas who com es up to 
hustle the boys in the Big 
City and winds up getting 
hustled himself. Schlesinger 
let Picker read the book on 
the plane from London to 
New York. David liked it. He 
agreed to let Schlesinger do 
the movie for a million dol­ 
lars. 
"Those kinds of movies 
just 
weren’t being made 
then," mused Picker, 
pick­ 
ing over some veal piccata 
just around the corner from 
the UA offices on Broadway, 
“ about male prostitutes and 
homosexuality and the whole 
bit." 
He* 
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So a year and a half later, 
after finishing “ Far from the 
M a d d i n g Crowd." Schles­ 
inger came back to talk 
business on “ The Midnight 
Cowboy." “ I can't,” he told 
Picker, “ do it for a million 
any more.” 
“ How much?" 
“ Maybe a n o t h e r half a 
million” 
So Picker went to his asso­ 
ciates at United Artists—he’s 
one of a four-man manage­ 
ment team. 
“ Do we want to do it for 
more 
money?" 
he 
asked 
them. 
"Do you want to do it?" 
they asked him 
“ Yes," he said. And they 
all went to the bank 
Meanwhile Schlesinger had 
let Dustin Hoffman, (he hot­ 
test new property in films, 
read the book. Dustin, who 
was paid $20.000 for "The 
• Graduate." liked it Schles­ 
inger got him for $150,000. 
(“ A bargain,” says Picker. 
“ Now his price is $650,000” > 
The movie ultimately was 
budgeted for $1.9 million and 
came in, as they say in the 
trade, for a reported $2.5 
million. 
“ I got a feel,” said Picker, 
“ it’ll be a smash.” 
He had the sam e feel about 
“ Live for Life," the Claude 
Lelouche follow up to “ A Man 
and 
A 
Woman." 
And 
It 
bombed. “ The Greatest Story 
on Earth" still m akes David 
wince. 
But considering the fact 
he’s responsible for 28 to 35 
productions a year, David 
figures his batting average 
isn’t bad. He discovered the 
Beatles for the movies and 
came up with the James 


Bond series. “ I temper my 
interest in the arts," says 
the UA executive vice-presi­ 
dent, "with good business 
sense.” 
He doesn't even visit a 
movie set during filming to 
see how they’re spending 
“ his” money. 
“ Oh. I happened to see 
Midnight C o w bo y’ once." 
said David. "M y wife and I 
were walking along Fifth 
A v e n u e near the Gotham 
Hotel. We saw this movie 
unit working and stopped. I 
asked the cop what it was 
all about. He told me. And 
I said. Oh. that’s my film.’ 


We went in to watch for 20 
minutes." 
David. 38, is the new breed 
of 
movie executive. 
He’ll 
field phone calls at 4 o’clock 
in the m o r n in g from dis­ 
traught directors in England. 
But they 'll come to his apart­ 
ment on Park Avenue, where 
he lives sedately with his 
wife and two young daugh­ 
ters. He wears gray business 
suits and dark blue shirts, 
normal sideburns and has an 
office furnished in 1930 tra­ 
ditional. He’s Ivy League. He 
didn’t go to the Harvard 
School of Business—he was 
a drama major at Dart­ 
mouth. But his acting career 
opened and closed in one 
when he played Lady Jane 
in “ Patience" in the eighth 
grade. 
His father Is a well known 
movie distributor, and his 
uncle is on the United Artists 
hoard, but David makes his 
own way as an arbiter of 
public mores in his choice 
of films. He thinks there are 
m ovies made to which he 
can send his kids. 
Zeffirelli’s “ B o rn e o and 


Juliet" had a profound effect 
on Caryn P i c k e r , age 11. 
“ She d i s c o v e r e d Shake­ 
s p e a r e ," said David. “ I 
wasn’t w o r r i e d about her 
seeing it. N i d i t y doesn't 
bo t h e r kids. She’s read 
Othello since, saw The Sea 
Gull’ by Chekhov and went 
to the theater to see Nicol 
Williamson in Hamlet.’ ” 
Caryn also wanted to see 
“ The Midnight Cowboy." 
“ You’re not ready for it," 
said daddy.

International Telephone and 
Telegraph is looking forward 
during the next five years to an 
accelerated annual growth rate 
“ with or without acquisitions,’’ 
Harold S. Geneen, chairman and 
president, said today. 
Addressing 
the 
company’s 
49th annual meeting, Geneen 
said ttiat recent actions by the 
Justice Department challenging 
the Canteen Corp. and the Hart­ 
ford Fire Insurance Co. mer­ 
gers will be contested. He said, 
“ We will resist any attempt to 
deprive us of our proper rights, 
and we are confident our posi­ 
tion will prevail in the courts.” 
The ITT chief executive said, 
“ It is clear that whatever the 
guise, by imaginary and strain­ 
ed legal theories, what we are 
experiencing is a direct attack 
on ‘bigness’ as sucli— this 
despite the almost daily state­ 
ments to the contrary by the De­ 
partment of Justice.” 
Geneen said that it was ap­ 
propriate to answer the ‘‘big­ 
ness’ challenge in the City of 
Detroit where “ bigness” has 
been synonymous with “ prog­ 
ress” . . .“ visible, enviable, 
and well proven real progress 
in botli wage^ and convenience 
to our population and all that 
has stemmed in turn from it.” 
He said that each of the ac­ 
tions facing ITT is “ premised 
on concern over our growth, 
“ yet each fails” to take into 
account the contributions made 
to the nation’s economy by us 
and the companies that have 
joined us.” 
VTracing the action in the 
sTjiteen Corp. antitrust suite, 
C \ieen recalled that the Depart­ 
ment of Justice brought it on the 
grounds of potential recipro­ 
city. He pointed out that the 
department did not allege that 
reciprocity ludbeenusedandhe 
said that the company has a firm 
written policy against recipro­ 
city and does not M actice it. 
He said that thecompany, “ To 
be able to compete with full ef­ 
fectiveness in overseas mark­ 
ets cannot be hamstrung at 
home.” He added, “ It is of 
the greatest importance that 
we do not deliberately weaken 
the 
international capabilities 
of 
American business which 
alone must be counted on to 
improve our balance of pay­ 
ments.” 
Noting that ITT had started 
its 50th anniversary year earl­ 
ier this month, Geneen cited its 
progress from an operator of 
two small telephone companies 
in the Caribbean to the 11th 
largest U.S. Corporation.

through 1968,” he told share­ 
holders, predicting that “ im­ 
portantly, we expect to grow 
at this rate of per share earn­ 
ings with or without acquisi­ 
tions.”

Oil bills 
presented 
by Teague 


Further steps have been tak­ 
en in Washington today by Con­ 
gressman Charles M. Teague 
(Rep., OjaD which may lead to 
the curtailment of present and 
future oil production and drill­ 
ing in the Santa Barbara chan­ 
nel. 
Congressman Teague intro­ 
duced two bills, either of which 
will be effective in protecting 
the 
environment 
and scenic 
beauty of the channel. In reply­ 
ing to a question as to why he 
is introducing two bills, the rep­ 
resentative 
from 
Ojai said, 
"Because of the complicated 
nature of the problem of estri- 
cating the Federal Government 
from 
the Santa Barbara oil 
leas«* contracts with the oil 
companies, I felt it was highly 
desirable to give my colleagues 
two very realistic alternative 
solutions between which they 
can choose.” 
The first piece of legislation 
introd” ced by the Congressman 
would terminate all lease con 
tracts in the Federal portion 
of the channel and establish the 
Santa Barbara channel as a 
Naval Petroleum Reserve. At 
the same time, the Naval Pe 
troleum Reserve No. 1 at Elks 
Hills in Kern County would be 
transferred to the public do­ 
main under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of the Inter­ 
ior. Then, in order to avoid 
the enormous costs of lease 
cancellations, the oil companies 
operating in the channel will 
lie given credit for leasehold 
investment money towards com­ 
petitive bids on designated lease 
lands in Elk Hills. 
The 
other alternative mea­ 
sure introduced by 
the con­ 
gressman would, again, cancel 
all existing leases. However, 
unlike the first bill, this sec­ 
ond 
one 
would establish the 
channel as a marine sanctuary 
and ecological preserve with­ 
out anv exchange procedures. 
The preserve would not pre­ 
vent the conduct of normal mari­ 
time shipping, nor would it re­ 
strict commercial or private 
fishing within the channel. 
Asked to comment about the 
prospects for success of either 
of the bills, the congressman 
said: “ We will have to wait and 
see. Much depends on whether 
or not the State of California 
shows definite intentions of co­ 
operating with the Federal Gov­ 
ernment by taking bold steps to 
terminate all oil operations on 
state leased lands in the chan- 
M l.”

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (NEA) 
Castroite rebels who are trying to stir 
an anti-American revolutionary spirit 
among Puerto Rico’s three million peo­ 
ple are wasting their time. The push for 
independence in this island common­ 
wealth has less steam behind it than 
ever. 
The sporadic though 
now-diminished flurry 
of supermarket and de­ 
partment store fire- 
bombings in San Juan 
is the work of hard­ 
core Castroites led by 
Juan 
Mari 
Bras. 
Roughly a dozen of this 
small band are now in 
jail. 
These revolutionar­ 
ies could make no pre­ 
tense at having wide popular support on 
the 
island. Their clear purpose is to 
frighten potential 
outside investors, 
since Puerto Rico’s continuing economic 
growth is the rebels’ worst stumbling 
block. 
In the 1968 elections, candidates of the 
independence movement poLed in the 
range of 3 per cent of the total vote — 
about the same as in the most recent 
previous elections. 
Newly elected Gov. Luis Ferre bo- 
lieves that the true strength of the in­ 
dependence movement may be closer to 
10 per cent, since there is an assump­ 
tion that many supporters of the former­ 
ly dominant Popular Democratic party 
favor independence at some future date, 
if not now. 
Not surprisingly, too, it is estimated 
that perhaps 50 per cent of the Univer­ 
sity of Puerto Rico’s faculty lines 14) 
for independence. Their influence on 
island politics, however, has proved 
somewhat less than crucial. 
The net of it, then, is that indepen­ 
dence is not gaining. Rebel violence 
is a fiery show designed to conceal 
desperation and futility. 
What is gaining is sentiment for state­ 
hood. 


Ferre estimates that today perhaps 60 
per cent of the island’s voting popula­ 
tion would opt for full union with the 
United States, though not too many elec­ 
tions ago the percentage would have been 
oser to 30. As recently as the 1967 
plebiscite on the island’s status, well 
beio v half the voters were for state- 
hood while some 60 per cent favored 
“ commonwealth,” the present positions 
suspended curiously between statehood, 
independence and the total bondage of 
territorial dependence. 
In two extended interviews, the new 
governor made plain that he will hold to 
his 1968 campaign promise not to press 
for statehood during his current four- 
year term of office. But he did not com­ 
mit himself to remain utterly silent on 
the subject. 
He believes that the U.S. Congress, 
which must approve a statehood enabl­ 
ing act, will not be properly impressed 
until island voters exhibit sentiment 
for statehood ranging above 70 per cent 
to perhaps 80 or more. Voters in Alas­ 
ka and Hawaii provided such overwhelm­ 
ing demonstrations of support for un­ 
ion before they were admitted. 
To build that added support, Ferre 
believes strongly that his new regime 
must tackle successfully many of the 
most pressing internal problems fao 
ing Puerto Rico. If he manages this, 
Ferre thinks there could be an impor­ 
tant “ rub-ofF’ effect on the statehood 
drive. 
He was elected as the candidate of the 
New Progressive party, a split-off from 
the old Statehood Republican party which 
he had long headed. A splintering of the 
Popular Democrats, with former Gov. 
Sanchez Vilella running independently 
enabled Ferre to win narrowly. 
His new party, relying heavily on the 
structure of the old Republican party, 
also captured the Puerto Rican House, 
26-25 and fell just two seats short of 
taking the 27-member Senate. 
Ferre says the New Progressives are 
unmistakably committed to statehood, 
but argues that the prospects of achiev- 
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ing that goal probably will be further 
advanced if the party avoids any open 
identification with the mainland Repub­ 
licans. The broader tent may help to lure 
statehood advocates from other parties. 


This winter and spring, Ferre's big­ 
gest problem has been the persistent 
attempts of the opposition Popular Demo­ 
crats in the legislature to sabotage 
his programs, which include higher sal- 
aries for teachers, police and other 
government workers. 


Led by Sen. Luis Munoz Marin, long­ 
time governor, the PDP, unused to being 
“ out,” has been behaving as if its getting 
back in power in 1972 were the only de­ 
sirable objective in Puerto Rican life.

The Lompoc Police force scored one of 
its most successful raids recently at Hap- 
good School. Busted were many flus­ 
tered P.T.A 
members and frustrated 
mothers waiting to pick up their off­ 
spring at summer school. Because bus 
service is available only to rural stu­ 
dents, parking becomes a problem for 
many mothers and some resort to dou­ 
ble parking. 
In one of their outstanding displays of 
good public relations, two patrolmen, 
with lights flashing, gave tickets out 
like candy to those who were double 
parked, then sneaked around the block 
to catch any more unsuspecting parents 
just arriving on the scene. In their hot 
pursuit of duty, they conveniently double 
parked themselves, causing much more 
inconvenience than the mothers, and by 
far, more distraction to children cross­ 
ing the streets and cars trying to pass. 
At one point, they were parked oppo­ 
site each other, blocking the street al­ 
most entirely. 
Fortunately, I was not double parked, 
but after picking up my child, women 
literally ran screeching into the street, 
to warn me and others of impending 
disaster if we should try.

Leaping tiger 


WEST BERLIN — Living here in So­ 
viet-held East Germany, and surround­ 
ed behind the Iron Curtain “ inselaner” 
(islander) is the Wen* 3eiminer's name 
for himself. 
Before it was divided, Berlin covered 
360 square miles. It was so immense 
that Munich, Frankfurt and Stuttgart all 
could fit into it. The hideous wall that 
bisects the city — 
this symbol of Com­ 
munist 
liberties — 
most of it concrete 
and steel, has enough 
barbed wire to circle 
the entire earth. Nev­ 
ertheless, it is not 
static. It grows like 
a cancer and, in fact, 
represents 
the ex­ 
panding 
cancer of 
Red thought. 
The wall started with 130 observa­ 
tion towers and now has 210, along with 
245 new bunkers and machine-gun pits and 
102 special places for the attack dogs 
that now run along the wall trailing 
long ropes of high - tension wires. In 
the Communist diet servility and cruel­ 
ty are staples and the wall, like the Iron 
Curtain as a whole, is both an elec­ 
trified fence and a frame of mind. 
Surely, the first test of any coun­ 
try’s freedom is the freedom to leave. 
The closer you got to Communist ty- 
rannt, as here, the harder it is to un­ 
derstand how there can be any ration­ 
alizers of it, and apologists for it, in 
the United States. 
The wall cuts off an East Berlin that 
covers 153 square miles. More than a 
million Germans live there. About 700,- 
000 of West Berlin’s 2.2 million popu­ 
lation have relatives among these East 
Berliners. The parents, sons, daughters 
are divided. They can no longer attend 
family funerals, and even their connec­ 
tion by telephone has been stopped. 
Only a short time ago East Germans 
made their tenth major attempt to breach 
the wall by large - scale explosions, 
and the relentless heroism of those who 
have tried to escape is as famous as 
it is heartbreaking. I attended the an­ 
nual ceremony in which West Germany 
Chancellor Kurt Georg Kiesinger plac­ 
ed a wreath at the Peter Fechter Me­ 
morial, which has become the symbol 
for all victims of the wall. But what 
is not so well known is that 23,000 
East Berlin Volksarinesten policemen 
— called the “ VOPOS” and usually dread­ 
ed — have defected to West Berlin, 2,- 
036 since the wall went up on Sunday, 
August 13, 1961. 
Literally no Jews live on the other 
side of the wall. Hitler insisted that 
this country be “ Judenrein” — “ Jew- 
free” — and called the Nazis” ghastly 
extermination of all Jews “ The Final 
Solution.” Today only 6,000 Jews live 
in the entire city, a mere fraction of the 
listed 
160,564 when Hitler rose to pow­ 
er. 
It was on the signal — and I was here 
when Hitler gave it — of what he called 
the national awakening that he instituted 
his Sippenhaft law. This decreed the 
apprehension and arrest within a family* 
by kin of the family, to “ purify the 
Thousan ! Ye?J Reich” — for a reward. 
Hitler leaned this lesson from Stalin. 
Stalin justified informers within the fam­ 
ily by announcing that “ the children 
shall not suffer for the deeds of the 
father.” Internal family betrayal, and 
for a reward, remains a Soviet prac- 
ti e to this very day, including in East 
Germany. 
E v! ilvalentl}, 
the Communists em- 
bra e selected Nazis. There are an es­ 
timated 400 hard-core ex-Nazie in today’s 
East German government. These include 
Gen. W illi Stoph, the prime minister, 
no less. The Brown Shirts merely have 
been dyed Red. 
Even the same former Nazi prisons 
are being used. If your neighbor in 
East Berlin is a member of the Com­ 
munist party and dislikes you, his word 
may mean a knock at your door and you 
vanish that night. The chief political 
prison is at Hauerfurth, about 10 miles 
from the West German border. It is es­ 
cape-proof — surrounded by thousands of 
tree stumps and mines set in a bog. 
Bautzen, the foreigners’ prison, is near 


the Czech frontier. The infamous lich- 
tenburg is under the shadow of the wall 
itself. 
How can color-blind Sen. J. William 
Fulbright or anyone in the United States 
ask us to forget these people in all these 
places, as under Red rule everywhere, 
and exactly as under the Nazis, who beat 
their hearts against the gates and bathe 
the barbed-wire in tears? Let’s get this

straight: those among us who apologize 
for Communist imperialism are not lib­ 
erals. 
Let those so-called liberals come here 
to Berlin and see how communism 
springs at millions of helpless and per­ 
ishing dissenters with the viciousness 
of a leaping tiger.

True justice is complex 


I was indeed gratified to read the let­ 
ter of Jean Katzakian in last Friday’s 
Record even though she criticized my 
column on childbeating which appeared 
on June 6. 
I say gratified be­ 
cause her’s was the 
first response to a 
number of feelers I 
have written on the 
broad field of “ lim­ 
its of the criminal 
sanction.” 
Several 
persons praised me 
in person for the June 
6 column, but Mrs. 
Katzakian’s 
was 
the first written response that has come 
to my attention. 
The whole field of criminal sanction 
as it relates to the dispense of justice 
is undergoing a searching study nation­ 
wide by the bar associations in general 
and Sigma Delta Chi. the national jour­ 
nalistic society in particular. 
There has been considerable evidence 
on the subject, but until now no con­ 
certed effort. For example, during the 
recent drive for additional gun control 
laws, there was a hue and cry that law 
was being pushed into a field that had too 
many regulations already. The search for 
the facts in the issue are separate from 
any partisan interest in the matter. 
Considerable 
legislative effort went 
into the decision to allow a judge the 
option of trying a mari uana defendant 
under felony or misdemeanor statutes. 
Statutory rape is another area of con­ 
cern. There is some legal feeling that 
many such incidents are better worked 
out in some other way than to send an 
18 or 19-year-old youth to prison for 
years. Fortunately the courts have rec­ 
ognized this and act to try to correct 
the situation rather than to invoke the 
limits of the law. 
But all these and more are relative­ 
ly easy. Facts are readily available 
on both sides of the issues and are be­ 
ing assembled. 
Not so on childbeating because such 
incidents involve the very emotional 
relationship of a parent and a child. 
First of all it should be noted that 
my column of June 6 did not say that 
neighbors should ignore 
evidence of 


childbeating. The column merely said 
that it would be better if the incident 
was worked out without resorting to 
the arrest, booking, photographing and 
fingerprinting of the suspect. The column 
noted that the child for one stands to 
suffer deeper and more permanently 
than anyone else. All 
his life he will 
be unable to forget that his father has 
an arrest record and perhaps a convic­ 
tion for childbeating. What a psycholo­ 
gical burden to carry through his life. 
Again, neighbors should be concerned 
enough to report such incidents, but hope­ 
fully they can be worked out without re­ 
course to arrest. 


The column also noted that I was not 
referring to childbeating incidents in 
which great bodily damage was wrought. 
The incident resulting in a death was 
specifically noted as outside the dis­ 
cussion of the column. 
The defendant in the fatality you note 
Mrs. Katzakian was due for a probation 
hearing and sentencing in Santa Bar­ 
bara Superior Court yesterday, Mon­ 
day. Because of the nature of the plea 
and other circumstances surrounding the 
case, this reporter chose to wait until 
the defendant was actually sentenced to 
wrap the thing up. 
As far as the defendant continuing to 
work while awaiting sentencing, the con­ 
cept is deeply imbedded in the American 
system of jurisprudence. In other words, 
the best legal thinking believes that 
pending actual sentencing for a particu­ 
lar crime if a defendant can continue 
to maintain himself economically then 
much is served. Some of us can argue 
against that idea especially in the light 
of what some defendants have done 
whle awaiting trial or sentencing, but 
the concept is well lntentioned. 


The pros and cons of all these ques­ 
tions are the nitty gritty of what I had 
sought numerous times to evoke. Un­ 
til the public speaks its mind — as you 
did so forcefully — then the evolution of 
the law in the direction of justice and 
correctness is stymied. 
Once again, thanks. I hope your let­ 
ter will Inspire others to sound off, on 
any side of vital legal or social ques­ 
tions.
